However, 
the cited section does not apply because of different facts. In Wertheim, the court case was based on patentable parent and child 
application. The examiner relies on a patent application publication to make the rejections in which the patenability of the applicantion 
has not been determined yet. Furthermore, Efteshari parent application clearly supports the child application subject mater in question 
that the examiner relies on (see page 3, lines 32-35 of the parent application No. 09/607,717 provided in the attachment).
